Agricultural runoff doesn't 
harm Everglades, food chain 


Nutrients from agricultural runoff appear not « 


to harm but rather to enhance small fish and 
organisms in the Everglades food chain, 
according to a report by the Duke University 
Wetland Center. 

Researchers found that fish and other small 
organisms thrive in phosphorus-enriched 
sections of the Everglades. In fact, densities 
were found to be nearly three times greater 
than in “unenriched” habitats possibly because 
of increased algae production. Algae are at the 
bottom of the food chain and increased algae 
often means more food for the higher life forms. 

"Our research suggest that wading birds 
apparently have more to eatin nutrient- 
enriched areas,” according to Prof. Curtis J. 
Richardson, director of the Wetland Center and 
co-author of the study. 

A key purpose of the study was to determine 
whether nutrient enrichment has played a role 
in the loss of invertebrate populations and other 


food chain. While the Wetland 
still in progress, the data 
¢ jent enrichment has not 
caused harmful to the food chain,” co- 
author Dr. Russell Rader reported at the June 
National Society of Wetlands @ecientists annual 
meeting in New Orleans. S 

The same researchers foundo evidence that 
fish kills occur with great@r frequency in 
enriched areas than in "pristine” areas. 

Richardson and Rader presented their 
findings in an interim report. to the 
Environmental Protection District, sponsor of 
the research. The Wetland Center is completing 
the third year of a five-year project to 
understand how nearby farming affects the 
quality of Everglades ecosystems. 

The most current study inyolved taking 
samples_at six sites along a north-south line in

Ammonia leak sends 
two to Pahokee hospital

Pahokee--- Two people-were* very strong around the area but’ 


treated and released at Ever- 
glades Memorial Hospital last 
Friday for ammonia fume 
inhalation with symptoms of 
burning eyes, and sore throats 
acording to a Pahokee resident. 

Friday, June 5, just before 
lunch time an ammonia tanker 
filled an ammonia gas tank at 
Hunter Ice in Pahokee. Soon 
after the truck left, a safety 
valve malfunctioned on the 
tank at the plant and released 
an ammonia gas cloud about 3 
stories high and 100 feet wide 
according to one eye-witness. 

Firechief Gary Burroughs 
said they received a call at 
11:59 a.m. and responded on 
the scene*at 12:02 p.m. By the 
time the firemen suited up and 
approached the tank to stop the 
leak, the valve cut off, stopping 
the leak. 

By then the gas cloud was 
blowing in a northeasterly 
direction into a populated 
neighborhood but was moving 
faster than the fire department 
could evacuate the people. "By 
the time we got to the people, 
the cloud had passed the area,” 


left as fast as it came in.” 

At about 12:05 p.m., the 
owner of Dixie Fried Chicken, 
Mr. Claudio Caramma began to 
smell ammonia and went to the 
screened back door of his 
restaurant to investigate. 

He said he opened the door 
and saw a huge cloud 
approaching and then was 
"swallowed up in the cloud.” 


He~ran back into his 
restaurant and told his 
employees to get into the cooler 
so they could breathe. 

"There were about 50 
customers eating’ in the 


restaurant at the time," said 
Mr. Caramma. "When I went 
out front to check’ my 
customers, they were running 
out of the door leaving food and 
money lying on the counters.” 

“Two of my employees, Vickie 
and Christine did not want to 
get into the cooler. Even though 
their eyes were burning and 
they couldn't breathe, their 
first concern was the care of the 
customers.” e 

Mr. Caramma said many 
customers ran into the parking

lot and were throwing up. 
Across from taurant at 
the-trailer park, parents’and 
children were running up and 
down the street trying to figure 
out what was going on, 
according to Mr. Caramma. 
Next door to the restaurant, 
the mechanics from the 
mechanic shop were also 
trying to figure out what was 
going on. 

Mr. Caramma was treated 
and released from Everglades 
Memorial Hospital and treated 
later at Wellington Medical 
Center for burns to his throat 
and lungs and swelling of the 
eyes. Another employee of Dixie 
Fried Chicken was treated and 
released from Everglades 
Memorial the same day. One 
other phone call was received 
from an ‘area resident and the 
person was told by the fire 
department to seek medical 
attention. No other injuries 
were reported. 

The E.P.A., the D.E.R., and 
the Palm Beach County Health 
Department are investigating 
how the accident occurred. 

Chief Burroughs said he 
would be able to give-a full 
report after the investigation.

WIFE: wants.gov't to 
stop taking farmland

Five women from the Glades 
are in Washington, D.C. this 
week asking the government to 
stop the unconstitutional 
taking of farmland. 

A draft of a resolution on 
property rights was presented 
to the National WIFE (Women 
Involved in Farm Economics) 
membership by Sylvia Walters, 
WIFE member from Clewiston 
on June 6. 

Walters says if National 
WIFE approves the resolution, 
Glades WIFE members plan. to 
present the final package to 
Florida Congressmen and 
senators while attending the 
WIFE convention June’6-10. 

Also attending the convention 
are Clewiston WIFE members 
Linda Parker and Audrey 
Andreis. Belle Glade 
participants are Iris Tanner 
and Sandra Chamblee. 

Walters says in her resolution, 


that the right to own, use and! 
sell private property is among? 
the most basic rights of 
humanity and the foundation 
for a democratic government. 

Across the nation, govern- 
ment regulators*have begun 
using environmental rules to 
strip farmers of the vale and 
use of their property without 
compensation, she said. 

"The treatment of property 
rights is the difference between 
Soviet agriculture, which failed 
even to feed a country, and 
American agriculture, which 
has succeeded in feeding all of 
American and much of the 
world,” the resolution states. 

Mrs. Walters said she 
believes the government should 
offer full compensation for 
regulations that reduce the 
value of farmland or the income 
of farmers: 

The resolution stems from a

Repeat criminals may be in 
for a nasty surprise the next 
time they commit a crime.

Det. Fulenwider said a recent 
case where Project Triggerlock 
was used was with a career 
criminal who was arrested 
numerous times in Belle Glade. 

"Jimmy Lee Rushing was 
one of ours," he said. "We have 
arrested him many times.” 

Rushing, a West Palm Beach 
man, has 11 convictions, 
including armed robbery and 
aggravated assault. He never 
served more than a year in 
state prisons because of the 
overcrowding. 

Now, Det. Fulenwider said, 
Rushing will serve 24 years in 
the less crowded federal prison.

Matthew Butts, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Claude (Stella) Butts 
of 1151 N.W. Avenue E, Belle 
Glade had surgery at the 
Shriners Hospital in Tampa 
recently.
